Survey Now Being Made to Extend and 
, Improve Avenue Comes As Result of i 
Twenty Years’ Promotion 


Previous Obstacles Overcome Throu Final 
Passage of Mattoon Act^ History of 
Project Found in News Files

With official action under way 
for the opening and improvement 
of the Central Avenue outlet to , 
the we.st, some of the earlier ef¬ 
forts toward that result are 
brought to mind. The fir.st big 
effort, .so far as known, was made 
in 1908. And seldom has there 
been a new year or a new admin¬ 
istration of the chamber of com¬ 
merce or board of trade since 
then when another effort was not 
made. 

In 1908 I.os Angeles county had 
under consideration the first big 
bond is.sue for a county-wide hall¬ 
way improvement program. The 
public was asketl to vote 8.3,.oOO,- 
000 for a system of tamped oil 
pavement. Sierra Madre tried to 
interest the county highway com¬ 
mission in giving Sierra Madre a 
connection with the system by 
way of Huntington Drive to the 
west end of Central. 

On the first day the present 
editor of the News was in busi¬ 
ness in Sierra Madre he was 
asked to join the Sierra Madre 
delegation for a visit to The coun- 
ty highway commission in Los 
.Angeles. The delegation was 
headed by L. C. Torrance anti in¬ 
cluded Mayor C. W. .Jones, Albert 
S. Mead, Secretiiry .M. H. Briille 
and President J .W. Keys t)f the 
board of traile, N .11. Hosmer, C. 
S. Ker.sting, W. S. Andrews and 
Albert S. Riffle. They were re¬ 
ceived by Commis.sioncrs Marsh, 
Daggett and Bixby who promiscii 
to come out to Sierra .Madre and 
go over the ground. 

Two days later the highway 
commission came to Sierra Madre 
in an automobile. The local del¬ 
egation, in one more automobile 
and several buggies, went with 

them out along Central .Avenue 
and across the Hastings vineyard. 
At the edge of the bluff the vis¬ 
itors could see the lay of the land 
and were shown what a logical 

thing it would be to carry one of 
the main east and vest highways 
into Sierra Madre. The plea wa.s 
given a sympathetic hearing by 
the commissioners who promise<l 

some kind of a connection with 
the Foothill Boulevard running 

% ea.st from Pasadena, along White 

A Oak Avenue. (Thi.s promise was 

eventually made good to the ex¬ 
tent of a short stub from White 
Oak to Live Oak along Sierra 
Madre Avenue.) 

In the course of the di.scussions 
with the highway commi.ssioners 
the latter rai.sed the (luestion of 
>■ *a -right of way acros.s the Hast¬ 
ings ranch, and this ha.s been a 
crucial point in every effort, then 
and since, to get the Central Ave¬ 
nue connection. 

With the memory of the efforts 
to get the the right of way for 
the Pacific Electric railway acro.s.s 
the ranch, it was evident to the 
old timers that it would not be an 
easy task to meet the owners 
conditions in connection with a 
public road. In tho.se day.s all 
poles along the Pacific Electric 
system were painted white. It 
was a sort of trademark of the 
railway. Mr. Hastings would 
grant the railw.ay bright of way- 
only on condition that the poles 
be painted green so ii.s to make 
* them less obtrusive on his prop¬ 
erty. All such modem nuisances 
as telephone.s and electric lights 
wore tabu on the ranch, and noth¬ 
in" that meant more traffic and 
encroachment by the public wa.s 
^,sired. Even the effort to get a 
telephone arros.s the ranch to the 
Sierra Madre Villa section was ef¬ 
fectually blocked. Mr. Hasting,s 
insisted he wanted the ranch kept 
free from the annoyances of city 
life, a place of quiet retreat, al¬ 
though he made his home at the 
California Club in Los Angeles 
and seldom or never slept at the 
ranch house. Negotiations with 
him resulted in nothing but talk 
t-nd the matter was settled by the 
hi'jthway commission taking the 
e,a* way to give a connection by 
way of the Sierra Madre Avenue 
stun,

Each succeeding president of the 
board of trade — Me.ssrs. Keys, 
Mead, Welshcr, Tarr, Hawks, Sad- ' 
k-r, Mitchell, Topping, Humphries, 
and the others—if any—invariably : 
appohited a committee to work on 
the Central .Avenue project. Each' 
committee began by conferring 
with Mr. Hastings, or with his 
attorney if Mr. Hastings hap-' 
pened to be in Europe. Each ‘ 
group met with a courteous re¬ 
ception and reported excellent, 
prospects for bringing the new 
road to pass. But when it came t-i 
agreeing upon details there was ' 
always some sticking point which 
brought negotiations to a dead¬ 
lock. Since the land where the ' 
new right of way wa.s needeil lay ; 
.outside of Sierra Madre tlieie was 
no legal authority for the city to 
take the initiative arnl force the 
ij.^sup. And there wa.s no feasible 
methml by which the county could 
put the road through and asses.- 
part of the costs to the city of 
Sierra .Madre which was willing' 
to help pay because of the large 
benefits to be derived. 

Until the pa.ssage of the Mat- ^ 
toon Act, the negotiations weie 
many but fruitless. When that 
law went into effect it w-as 
thought (luick action could be se- 
cure<l. B.jit an improvement act 
so revolutionary in niethoii and so 
far-reacliing in effect was bound ' 
to have defects so that test ca.ses ; 
had to be followed by amend-1 
merits at the next legislature and ■ 
more test cases. Tho e.xperi-1 
mental stage has now been passed 
in .Mattoon Act proreeilings. Many; 
projects are under way find Mat-; 
jtoon Act bonds are actually being! 
imarketefi, which is tho final test; 
of its workability.

Madre. Mount Wilson Observa¬ 
tory is great not only because it 
has the largest telescopes in the 
world, but also because of the 
scientific leadership of the men 
who compose its staff. 

The Catherine Wolfe Bruce 
medal is given annually to the 
person contributing the most dis¬ 
tinguished service to astronomy 
during the year. The recipient is 
chosen by vote of six of the lead¬ 
ing observatories of the world. 
Dr. Adams is accorded the honor 
for the year 1927 and the medal 
will be presented to him within 
a short time. 

Dr. Adams has been with the 
Mount Wilson Observatory for 
many years. He was assistant 
to Dr. George Ellery Hale, its 
presiding geniu.s from the begin¬ 
ning and now director emeritus. 
He has been in active charge since 
Dr. Hale’s retirement from active 
work. Dr. Hale was the recipient 
of the Bruce medal several years 
ago. 

To receive the Bruce medal at 
once classifies an astronomer with 
an illustrious company. Since it 
was established in 1897, the medal 
has been awarded to Simon New¬ 
comb, Giovanni Schiaparelli, Ed¬ 
ward C. Pickering, Jacobus C. 
Kapteyn, W. W. Campbell, Ed¬ 
ward Emerson Barnard, Henry 
Norris Russell and others who are 
world famous. It is a pleasure to 
see the honor come to a quiet, 
unassuming man such as Dr. 
Adams. 

Time was when Mount Wilson 
was generally considered as in the 
private mountain domain of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. All travel to the moun¬ 
tain top went over the old saddle 
trail which starts here. Even after 
the automobile road was estab¬ 
lished, primarily for the hauling 
of machinery and building mate¬ 
rial for the observatory, there 
were many who regarded the old 
trail with a feeling of familiar 
affection and would not deign to 
use the toll road. But with the 
multiplication of the number of 
cars which could make the grade 
and the craze to save time, the 
bulk of the regular travel to and 
from the mountain top was divert¬ 
ed from Sierra Madre. So the 
close relations which used to exist 
between this city and the Mount 
Wilson Hotel and observatory 
have gradually grown less inti¬ 
mate. Pasadena has the labora¬ 
tories and the resident staff whose 
presence on the mountain top is 
not required continuously, so the 
observatory is associated more 
closely with Pa.sadena than with 
Sierra Madre. Never-the-less, the 
observatory is located on our 
mountain and we are proud of it 
and of its director.

BUYING GUK PHOSPHORU.S 

By Rama V'. Bennett, Nutritioni.st, 

Los Angeles County Public 

Health Association. 

The daily (luantity need of phos¬ 
phorus is greater for both child 
and ‘adult than any other min¬ 
eral. Although found in a great 
variety of foods, the family can 
suifer from a shortage of phos¬ 
phorus if it indulges in too many 
sweets, fats and refined cereals. 

An abundant supply of whole 
grain products, especially wheat 
and oats must be provided. For 
phosphorus supply, cheese is the 
cheapest, but not desired in great 
quantities. Milk is almost as good 
a source of phosphoru.s as of cal¬ 
cium and it can be used in far 
greater quantities than cheese. 
Eggs, especially the yolk, are a 
good phosphorus food; but they 
are not in the everyday price of 
low cost food budgets. Fish, es¬ 
pecially cod and haddock, are fair¬ 
ly cheap phosphorus foods; oys¬ 
ters are good but too expensive, 
except for liberal dietaries.

Children need phosphorus as 
much as calcium for growing 
bones. If their food is phosphor¬ 
u.s poor they are likely to suffer 
from the most common types of 
ricket.s, the “low-phosphoims rick¬ 
ets.” A child allowed to eat freely 
of “just what he likes” is run¬ 
ning the grave risk of not get¬ 
ting his neces.sary bone-growing 
foods. Children and adults need 
phosphorus in every tiny cell of 
body tissue. Phosphorus helps to
